Washington—"While there has been 


no outward development that would 
indicate any diminution of the poli- 
tical strength of Governor Al Smith, 
it is nevertheless true that Democra- 
tic leaders are talking of what might 
happen if another deadlock develops 
at the Democratic national conven- 
tion. 


This discussion is based largely on 


reports which have been in circula- 
tion to the effect that" men of influ- 
ence in the Catholic church are urg- 
ing Governor AI Smith to decline to 
be a candidate. Their argument is 
that the religious controversy 
that 


would ensue would be most unfor- 
tunate in its consequences and that 
the New York governor will by his 
act of self-denial save the' country 
from an outcropping of bigotry that 
might not subside with one political 
c: paign. 
It is apparent too that the "dry"

men- like Senator Carter Glass 
of 


Virginia, are insisting that the party 
keep off the prohibition eiuestion al- 


tOSe DISCUSS OTHER MEN 


So the discussion is turning to the 


type of men who might appeal to the 
country in' 1928 other than those who 
have won their spurs in politics. Two 
such men are Evans s Woolen of In- 
diana, who ran for the United States 
senate and made- a. remarkable race 
last time, and Owen D. Young, chair- 
man of the board of the General Elec- 
tric company, the man who really 
had much more to do with the mak- 
ing of the famous Dawes-Young plan 
which adjusted the reparations prob- 
lem in Europe than 
is 
generally 


known. 
Both men are of the business type 


but they reflect liberal thought. Mr. 
Young in. particular has been identi- 
fied ' with public movements and is 
credited in the' business world with 
tact and diplomacy in handling the 
most complicated and intricate sub- 
jects—a training that would stand 
him in good stead in dealing with 
congress. Some day tact in handling 
men and problems will be regarded 
as much an outstanding qualification 
fci the presidency as business capac- 


"' Mr. Young is very well thought of 
by the Democrats of New York state 
and is particularly well liked by many 
of the groups which are 
trying to 


have Governor Smith nominated. In- 
deed. Mr. Young himself is known to 
be favorable to Governor Smith's can- 
didacy, as are most all Democrats of 
prominence In New York. 


MAY SUPPORT YOUNG 


There isn't the slightest possibility 


that Owen Young would permit any 
movement to be organized in his be- 
half but it is within the range of pos- 
sibility that New York 
Democracy

any of the 
eastern states except 


.when there has been a. spilt in the 
Republican party, it is no wonder 
that the possibility of swinging some 
of these eastern states by choosing a 
candidate of the business type is be- 
In* talked of again. 


The IS2S campaign may be extra- 


ordinary in the type of men nominat- 
ed. This will be due to the fact that 
radicalism has not the strength it us- 
e-j to have and that stability is a 
bigger vote-getter nowadays than dis- 
turbance and upheaval. When a con- 
icrvatlvc like former Governor 
Low- 


den and Charles G. Dawcs can gain 
the strength they hav« developed in 
western states, it Is not at all impos- 
sible for the Democrats to begin to 
wake inroads 5n eastern states. Polit- 
ical lines arc constantly changing but 
tl:e drive to nominate Al Smith will 
I-? largely a drive to tnn eastern 
rtrenglb.

Florence Anderson of Los Angeles, 
was shot and 50 persons \\erc wound- 
ed during an attack on her train by 
a band of Mexicans near Acoponeta, 
Xayarit. 


"While awaiting further details Sat- 


urday of the seizure and the safety of 
the barricaded Americans, Washing- 
ton government officials were inform- 
ed in official press dispatches that the 
Mexican government had 
already 


taken measures to control the situa- 
tion and afford military protection to 
the officials of the company, a silver 
mining concern. 


Whether the seizure was a protest 


against the Sacco and Vanzetti execu- 
tions was not determined in first re- 
ports received Friday . fternoon, but 
it appeared in all probability to be re; 
lated, as the Guadalajara consul, Jo- 
seph C. Saaterwhite, had 
reported 


last Sunday that labor agitators had 
attempted to incite the Amparo work- 
ers to take- action against foreigners 
in. the -event of the execution.

Brock and Schlee Hope to 


Set New Record; Weather 


Conditions Ideal 


Harbor Grace, N. F.— M>) —The 


mcnoplane Pride of Detroit hopped off 
for Croydon. England, at 5:14, east- 
ern standard time Saturday morning. 


The Sdnson-Detroiter 
which 
car- 


ries William S. Brock, pilot, and Ed- 
ward P. Schlee. Detroit business man. 
is off on the first leg of an attempt 
to set a new record for a trip around 
the world. 


Arriving Fiiday afternoon from Old 


Cichard, Me., the plane was refueled 
and made ready for a start Satur- 
day to take advantage of the splen- 
did weather which had attended, the 
flight thus far. Dawn Saturday again 
found the weather well-nigh perfect. 
A light wind blew from the north- 
west at about 10 miles an hour while 
visibility was excellent. 


The record of 2S days, 14 hours and 


30 minutes for globe ghdhng. which 
Brock and Schlee hope to break, was 
set last year by Edward S. Evans 
and Linton Wells, who used ships and 
trains as well as airplanes. The dis- 
tance between 
Harbor Grace 
and 


Crovdon. near London is 2,350 miles. 


AVERAGE 100 MILES HOUR 


The Pride of Detroit has already 


negotiated easily at an average speed 
of about 100 miles an hour a hop 
f-om Curtis Field. X. Y.. to Old Or- 
chard. Me., and that of Friday of 
about 1,000 miles to Harbor Grace.

Babson Explains Reason 


For Coolidge Withdrawal 


Itabson Park, Mass.—Now that the 


smoke has celarcd away from the bomb 
shell which President Coolidge fired a 
few weeks ago, Roger W. Babson was 
today willing to discuss the relation of 
the political situation to business. Mr. 
Babson fully recognizes that psycho- 
logically politics have a decided effect 
upon business, but 
he believes that 


their real importance is largely overes- 
timated. 


"The general Impression Is that pres- 


idents determine business conditions: 
but economic and 
political history 


shows that business conditions deter- 
mine who shall be President," 
Mr. 


Babson said. "The force underlying 
political action in a democracy is that 
the 'outs' arc always trying to get 'in' 
and hence are constantly calling for a 
change. When the country is in a busi- 
ness depression, the party that is out 
capitalizes the unemployment 
and 


other unfortunate situations and ulti- 
mately gets in power on a 'full dinner- 
pall' platform. Since Germany declar- 
ed war on the rest of the world in 1914, 
this program has been 
interrupted, 


but it rather looks as if it was about 
ready again to come into action. Pres- 
ident Wilson once said to me. 'Babson, 
it sometimes seems as if if the Repub- 
licans are all brains and no heart, and 
the Democrats all heart and no brains 
—why cannot there be a proper mix- 
ture of the two?" Whether or not this 
is true, it does seem as if the Repub- 
licans sychronized their campaigns 
with business conditions. 


PLAY IN LUCK 


"It may be accidental or pre-arrang- 


ed, but the Republican party certainly 
got oft on the right foot so as to cap- 
italize each period of prosperity by 
coming into power just at a time when 
a period of prosperity was due. The 
Democrats on the other hand, unfortu- 
nately have come into power just as a 
period of depression 
has been due 


Hence it is generally believed that the 
Republicans bring on good times and 
the Democrats bring on bad times. Of 
course, this is a good deal like discus- 
sing which came first, the hen or the 
egg; but all economists admit that this 
country -would have had about 
the 


same periods of prosperity and depres- 
sion if either party had been in con- 
tinuous power during the past hundred 
years. On the other hand, students of 
History are agreed that the country 
would not be so well off today with 
such a continuous one party program. 
A certain amount of competition is as 
necessary in government as in trade, 
in order to keep up standards. The 
two party system is fundamentally 
right. Furthermore, we are all best off 
in the end with normal business con 
ditions. Too great prosperity and too 
easy money are as harmful as depres 
sions and unemployment. 


"The present period of prosperity 


started with the election of Harding 
and Coolidge, and from a stock mar- 
ket point of view has been the most 
spectacular of any which this country 
has ever-witnessed. The average of 20 
industrials has risen from a low of 64 
in 1921 to a recent figure of 177. 
Knowing that President Coolidge is a 
keen student of economics, some be 
lieve he realizes that it is not reason 
able to expect present good conditions 
to continue four years longer and he 
wishes to retire 'while the going's 
good.' Of course, this may be 6ne of 
several factors in causing him 
to 


choose to retire; but it was not the 
real cause. President Coolidge has 
realized since being West that 
the 


farmers were determined to try an ex- 
perimental policy. President Coolidge 
is not willing to be a party to this pol- 
icy: so he feels it is the fair thing to 
step aside and let some one else, who 


continue- out of the equipment mar- 
ket; they are negotiating for their 
1928 rail equipments but this does not 
put immediate tonnage on the rails. 


This condition 
is not 
lending 


strength to the steel price structure. 
Pressure for concessions is tempered 
by the absence of business that would 
command attention, but the weakness 
in some products is being accentuated. 
Steelmaking operations generally have 
dropped to 65 per cent, and the indus- 
try now awaits mid-September for an 
upturn. 


Pig iron, on the other hand, still 


manifests a. fairly active market. Pro- 
ducers at Pittsburg forecast a turn In 
the price situation shortly.

Farming 
Is carried on by several mill lot; small 
farmers, while- over 95 per cent of all 
the goods made in the United States is 
turned out by less than 50,000 Manu- 
facturers. As a result it is easy to 
organize these manufacturers. They 
know what they 
want 
and 
wcrk 


unitedly to get it. Labor Is gradually 
learning and adopting the capitalistic 
methods but the farmers are still m»re 
infants in this line of endeavor. As a 
result, business interests of the East 
were quick to seize and capitalize the 
Coolidge administration. While tin 
farmers were standing about arguing 
among themselves the manufacturers 
of the East were busy sawing wood. 
As a result, the East, including labor 
of all kinds, has greatly prospered un- 
der the Coolidge administration, while 
the farmers of the West have beon 
waiting for something to turn up to 
help them out. In short, the Eastern 
manufacturers realized that the war 
was over and they immediately adjust- 
ed themselves to peace conditions. 


"The farmer:: of the "West are only 


now beginning to realize that the war 
is over. They are still hoping for a 
return of the good old days when the 
Democrats and insurgent Republicans 
joined forces and put through legisla- 
tion which pegged the price of wheat 
and corn at an abnormally high fig- 
ure. Moreover, these farmers fail to 
realize that it is impossible to increase 
the consumption of wheat and corn. 


President Coolidge and his Associates 


have tried hard to explain xthe situa- 
tion by facts and figures, but with lit- 
tle success. Farmers, like most hu- 
mans, are ruled by feelings 
raiher 


than by figures. The west is deter- 
Mined to try some of its theories 'even 
though they are uneconomic' as th" 
typical western politician wou'd say. 
As at heart the fatn-tr is Republican, 
he feels that he nould like a change 
in the Republican ztammistratton raih- 
er than have a Democratic admi"istra- 
1'on 
One thing U certain, that the 


chances today are decidedly against 
apy jepresentaUw of the eastern in- 
terests—whether a Republican or Dem- 
ocrat—being the next President. 


WILL EXPERIMENT 


"With the withdrawal of President 


Coolidge at least from the preliminary 
battle—the farmers of the West now 
have an opportunity of nominating ei- 
ther one after their own heart, like 
Governor Lowdon, or else a comprom- 
ise 
candidate 
like 
Vice-President 


Dawes. Of course, this does not nec- 
essarily mean that the country as a 
whole wil suffer; but it probably does 
mean that a good many sections in the 
East are now having their best day 
for some time to come, while the West 
will be at the bat. President Coolidge's

This is required by a new law, 
Chapter 274. Laws of 1927, creating 
section 175.10 of the statutes, which 
became effective July 1, 1927. 
The es&cntial features of the law 
are:(1) Annual registration of poultry 
dealers with county clerk. 
<2J Permanent record by dealer of 
allTJurchftSes'of poultry by him. 
. (3) Penalty upon dealer for failure 
to observe the requirements. 
(4) Penalty upon seller for giving 
fake name or address to dealer. 
The full test of the law follows:

lawful for any poultry dealer to pur- 
chase any live or dead poultry with- 
out registering annually ,with 
the 
county clerk. 
"(2) Every poultry dealer shall keep 
a record of all purchases of poultry 
made by him showing In detail the 
plstcc and date of purchase, the name 
and address of the person from whom 
the purchase was made, 
together 
with a general description of the kind 
of poultry purchased. Such a record 
shall be kept in permanent form and 
be open to inspection at all reasonable 
times to any district attorney, assist- 
ant district attorney, sheriff, deputy 
rin! or any police officer. 
(3) Any poultry dealer, his servant 
or agent, violating any of the provi- 
sions of till* section shall, upon the 
first conviction, be punished by a fine 
of from ten to one hundred dollars, 
Upon a second or subsequent convic- 
tion by a fine of from twenty-live to 
five hundred dollars or be imprisoned 
In the county jail for. not more than 
ninety da;*, or by both such fine *id 
imprisonment.

THE NATIONAL FORESTS - 


• Sales of timber, permits for grazing 
and other i;ses of the national forests 
brought a total of o\cr five million dollars 
into the coficrs of Ihe federal govern- 
ment during the fiscal year which ended 
June 30. it has been announced by the for- 
est service of the department of agricul- 
ture. The total receipts from the national 
forests for the last fiscal year represented 
an increase over every other previous 
year except 1923 and 3924.

Under the federal law 25 per cent of all 


gross receipts of the forests is turned 
over to the states and counties in which 
these forests arc located, to take the place 
Of taxci« which might be collected if the 
lands wcic in prr.aic ownership, govern- 
ment lands i>cii:g except from taxation. 
These funds are used icr the inprote-

went and maintenance of schools and the 
construction of roads in the local com- 
munities. 


Thus the communities reap an equiva- 


lent benefit from the forests, and, in ad- 
dition, the resources represented in them 
are developed. It is an excellent arrange- 
ment, and it. shows that forests arc worth 
having. 


COST OF EDUCATION 


A report of the national industrial con- 


ference acquaints us with the amazing 
fact that more than one quarter of all the 
public moneys in the United States is 
spent ou education. This means that our 
education costs more than the military, 
police, fire protection and 
prohibition 


combined, and more than any other gov- 
ernmental function. The cost in figures, 
quoting the 1925 report, is above the huge 
sum of $2,000,000.000. 
Public expendi- 


tures for grammar and high schools alone 
in the 20 years from 1890 to 1910 increas- 
ed from $140.000,000 to $426.000.000, or 
about treble. The next 15 years, from 1910 
to 1925 saw an increase to $1,964.000,000, 
or more than four and a half times the 
amount spent in 1910. and nearly 14 times 
the amount spent in 1890. 


Obviously, not all of this increase rep- 


resents genuine expansion of educational 
activities either as regards quantity or 
quality. Factors entering into the" nom- 
inal increase of costs are the changed 
purchasing value of the dollar, population 
increase, increased enrollment and better 
attendance, the lengthened school year 
and greater high school attendance. How- 
ever, when all of these things are taken 
into account, including buildings, main- 
tenance, equipment, supplies and salaries, 
the apparent increase of 356.5 per cent is 
reduced to a real increase of 160.7 per cent 
in the years from 1910 to 1925. One^of the 
important factors in the increased school 
expenditures, however, has-been the pro- 
portionately greater enrollment, which in- 
creased from 68.6 per cent of the 18,500.- 
000 children of school age in 1890 to S3 
per .cent of the 29,700.000 children of 
school age in 1925. 


The whole report indicates a healthy 


attitude toward education, first that a 
greater proportion of the population de- 
sires education and second that more and 
better education is made available to the 
general public. 


STAY-PUT RENTERS 


Few but the owners of renting proper- 


ties know the loss' involved in the con- 
stant unnecessary moving and shifting, of 
renters. Few renters care to move in- 
where another moves out unless the inter- 
ior is done over, regardless of the need of 
such redecoration. This involves loss of 
rent during the redecoration period, or 
it may be a prolonged period elapsing be- 
fore rerental. 
There are also the very 


considerable fees paid to the renting 
agencies. 


What would it not be worth to owners 


if renters would only stay put? Meditat- 
ing on this question, a housing corpora- 
tion stumbled upon the idea of a profit 
sharing plan to induce renters to remain 
for long enough periods to effect a saving 
to the owner which he would share with 
the renter who effected it. 
An estimate 


based on long experience and the actual 
figures of many renting properties placed 
the loss in question at an amazing figure, 
a half interest in which should be a very 
real inducement. 


F,ew renters realize that any loss they 


force upon the owner is in part at least 
forced back upon the renter in the form of 
increased rents. How could it logically be 
otherwise? When renters are brought to 
a realization of this fact and are offered 
an opportunity to correct the mistake 
with considerable advantage to them- 
selves it is thought they will enter into the 
plan with enthusiasm. 


Should this be true, the educational 


value of the plan would be very great, ef- 
fecting not only a saving to the renter and 
tenant but creating a firmer foundation 
for investment as represented in renting 
properties.

PERSPIRATION IN THE PARLOR 


Just think, even though it is unfashionable, in th 


two decades just closed we have witnessed the pass 
Ing: of 10.000.000 fliwcrs. no£ to mention the s 
of tho feu- hundred thousand that failed to mak 
it and yet there arc quite a number of conservn 
tlvc folk to whom the gemlnlnc, gender of legs I 
limbs. It was some time in the course of the par 
ade of the tin lizzies that perspiration came Int 
the parlor. Now we call it sweat and it Is beinj 
done by our best people today in the very piac 
where the parlor used to be. 


Sweat in the mid-Victorian era was rather vul 


srar. People who boasted bathtubs—and they did r 
great deal of boasting about such equipment—pro 
fessed to exist without this vulgar function, an 
people who yearned to be counted as the bette 
class just had to quit sweating or get the gate 
But after the snobs had withdrawn into their ex 
elusive corner there were still a few individuals lef 
who had the moral courage or temerity to kcei 
right on sweating, and even some who dared to ap 
prove of it as an essential part of real culture. Sucl 
a bold spirit was Dr. Dudley A. Sargent. whos< 
name occupies a place high on the roll of grea 
educators. No teacher, no person who pretends tc 
be cultured, can turn up his nose at the name o 
Sargent unless he or she wants to betray ignorance 


Dr. Sargent wrote in the American Physical Edu- 


cation Review for December. 1918: 


"Exercise carried to the perspiring state fulfills 


the chief physiological function of bathing, which 
is to remove the waste material thrown off from 
the body. A man who perspires freely, though be 
grimed with surface dirt and redolent with sweaty 
odors, is much cleaner from the standpoint of health 
than the young lady who never perspires from her 
own activity, though her skin is as white and fair 
as perfumed soap may make it" 


To be consistent I must confess that I am not in 


accord with Dr. Sargent about the function of bath- 
ing. From the hygienic point of view the chief pur- 
pose_of bathinjr is to remove filth, dirt, soil, grime, 
germ's with which the skin has been contaminated, 
and not to remove any waste material. So far as 
waste material thrown 
off by the 
body is 


concerned, practically none is thrown off by or 
through the'skin. Sweat is virtually nothing else 
than a solution of salt water. The elimination of 
waste material is not the main function of the 
sweat The main function of sweating is to cool the 
body. But these are rather te9hnical physiological 
exceptions. The important thing is that here we 
have the assurance of a great educator, a man 
whose culture is universally recognized, that it is 
quite pernjissable to sweat 


I agree with Dr. Sargent's assertion that the hard 


sweating individual is cleaner that the unsweating 
one who attempts to wash away that which muscu- 
lar work, play, active exercise can best dispose of, 
namely, the waste material of metabolism. This 
waste material is promptly removed or destroyed by 
oxidation if the oxidation process be up to standard. 
In the individual who dodges muscular -work, play 
or exercise much metabolic waste material 
re- 


mains overlong in the blood and in the tissues of 
the body, and no matter how scrupulously such in- 
dividual bathes, lie is physiologically unclean.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


Duration of the Bath 


I am taking sun baths and a friend tells me I 
stay out in the sun too long. A doctor told him he 
should not stay in the sun over 20 minutes. I would 
like to spend ^about two hours a day taking these 
sun baths. Is that too long? (W. J. C.) 


Answer—That is determined by the intensity'of 


the sunlight the time of day, your general condi- 
tion and the degree of pigmentation or tanning, of 
your skin. At first exposures should be only five 
minutes perhaps three times a day, and the dura- 
tion of exposures should be very gradually in- 
creased. 
Only after a considerable course of sun 


baths and considerable tanning of the skin may one 
remain two hours or longer exposed. 
Invalids 


should have proper medical supervision lest harm 
be done by sun baths.

Salts 


"Will the continued use of sodium phosphate (ef- 


fervescing) tend to prove' injurious to the system? 
I take a teaspbonful in "not water before breakfast 
every morning. (P. C. T.) ' 


Answer—Yes. Salts in any form must be consid- 


ered rather injurious if regularly or habitually tak- 
en. It is a srood health rule not to take any kind 
of saline cathartic unless by direction of the physi- 
cian.

TWENTY PATENTS PER HOUR 
Washington, D. C. — The inventive 


ngenuity of the American mind 
eems to grow with the population 
nd general progress of the country 
and the United States Patent Office 
has been keeping pace by granting 
etters patent as rapidly.as the thou- 
»inds upon thousands of applications 
-an be handled. 


That agency of the Government 


mow is granting patents on inventions 
t the rate of one every three sec- 
nds of the working hours of the Pat- 
nt Office staff. Every hour of the 
Government's working day that past 
es over the heads of the American 
eople sees twenty new patents is- 
ued. This means the astounding to- 
tal of 45,000 patents a year. This is an 
ncrease of 5000 a year in about three 
ears and every indication points to 
he expectation that the applications 
or patents will continue in aceslerat- 
d ratio indefinitely. 
This does not mean that it is easy 


o obtain a patent. The statement 
hat a patent is granted every three 
econds suggests a sort of penny-ln- 
he-slot machine where the 
casual 


unching of a jplug produces a pat- 
nt 
Such is very far from the fact Ev- 
ry application must be in correct 
orm and there are requirements con- 
erning working drawings and mol- 
ls. The paten law must be complied 
rith in all its technical detail and 
eatings and arguments often are r<s- 
uired before a grant is made. Fur- 
her, fees must be paid. The minim- 
m fee is $40. This consists of an 
ntrance fee of $20 upon application 
nd a final fee of $20 upon the grant- 
ng of the patent 


However, this lowest rate applies 
nly when four or less claims are 
made. A claim in the parlance of the 
~»atent Office is an assertion that the 
nvcntor has produced a machine or 
rocess which will accomplish a cer- 
ain, closely defined result or opera- 
on.' In complicated machines there 


may be scores of claims, for each bit 


C work a machine docs must be 
laimcd separately. For all claims 
bove four .an additional fee of $1 
er claim is charged, so the Govern- 
ment derives quite a bit of revenue 
rom this source. Fcees are running 
ow at the rate of approximately $3.- 
00.000 a year. 
Nor is this all the expense. The 
pplicant for a patent usuallly must 
mploy a patent lawyer and a 
raughtsman to make his working 
lans and perhaps a machinist or 
oincr to make a model. 


NOT ALL APPLICATIONS ARE 


GRANTED 


By no means all applications for 


Italcnts arc granted. The fundamental 
rule of the patent law is that the in- 
•ention must be- new. novel, and us-j- 
ul. Thousands of applications are 


made only to be rejected because it 
has been found that the same idea 
has previously been patented. 


Most of the patents are upon art- 


icles which never obtain commercial 
value, but every year sees the grant- 
ing of letters upon basic ideas of an 
almost revolutionary nature. It is a 
curious fact that not infrequently it 
occurs that two or three persons, 
wholly unknown to one another, in 
different walks of life and living at 
great distances from one another, fi!o 
applications at almost exactly the 
same time on practically identical 
claims. For this reason it may be a 
matter of hours or even minutes be- 
tween them so the time of receipt 
of an application is carefully noted to 
settle any disputes on priority. 


Because ot the'many technicalities 


in patent law there aro frequent dis- 
agreements among examiners and at- 
torneys'and between the Patent Of- 
fice and applicants. The Office main- 
tains a Board of Appeals to which 
an inventor may have recourse if his 
application has been refused and If 
this Board finds against him he may 
take his case into the Federal courts 
. With all this red tape and safeguard- 
ing of patent rights the Patent Of- 
fice continues to click off a patent 
every three seconds. 


On April 1, 1925, President 'Coo- 


lidge, by Executive Order,..transfer- 
red the Patent Office from the De- 
partment of the Interior where it had 
long been established, to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, it being consider- 
ed that there was a closer relation 
between the protection of inventions 
and the great industrial and commer- 
cial work'of the nation, which is the 
province of the Department of Com- 
merce, than between that field and 
the Interior Department's province. 


More than half the patents in th'c 


world have been taken out through 
the United States Patent Office and 
it seems likely that this proportion 
will increase as time goes on. One 
hundred and twenty years passed be- 
fore the Patent Office had issued, a. 
million patents, the million mark hav- 
ing- been reached on August S, 1911. 
At the end of the Government's fis- 
cal year 1927 — sixteen years later— 
1.634,248 patents had been issued and 
it seems wholly probable that the 
second million of patents will be is- 
sued in a period of twenty years, us 
contrasted with a 120-year period for 
the> first million.

VICES 


The question may well be asked, 


what becomes of all these patented 
devices? As to a vast number of 
them, they merely disappear because 
of lack of enterprise or cap!tal to 
put them on the market or because 
they arc not actually very useful. 
Many devices may be regarded as

In the lobby of the Patent Office 


Building in Washington is a sort of 
museum of models of early inven- 
tions Some of these models go back 
a century or more. Their • range is 
wide but on the whole show a simpler 
mechanical field as compared to the 
intricate mechanisms of the modern 
industrial age. There are several 
models of steam engines," locomotive 
and stationary, and harpoons .sewing 
machines, lighthouses, sawmills, boats 
farm implements, and score of other- 
All of the useful ones have been great- 
ly imprved upon, but many of the 
basic ideas are to be found in these 
early productions.

Account of Army Accident at 


Pearl Harbor Shows Cour- 
age of Plane's Crew

Army's twinmotored Martin bomber 
which crashed in the water of Pearl 
Harbor, Hawaii. June 23. A full ac- 
f-ount of th<j incident, with none of 
the thrills loft out. has j-:st reached 
lljo army air corps. 


Tho plane was a member of a five- 


-hip 
formation which took oft early 


in the morning, piloted by 
Lieut. 


George TV. Polk. Jr., and manned by 
Staff Serseant Monroy and Privates 
Cyre and Valentine. Army maneuv- 
ers were in progress and the forma- 
tion -was to -simulate a bomb attack 
:n ,iiorthern Oahu. 


Hardly was he well in the air be- 


'fore Lieut. Polk discovered that his 
landing gear was damaged — four 
l>olts connecting a strut to a wheel 
had sheared off. 


Polk dropped a message asking for 


four new bolts. Lieut. J. D. Givers 
and Philip Schneeberger took off in 
a Do Haviland with the supplies and 
picked up the bombing formation. 


They dropped the supplies on the 


end of a rope to one of the planes 
and then learned 4t was the wrons 
one. The rope was lowered again an3 
the package attached, but the fasten- 
ing broke under the strain and the 
bolts and rope were lost. 


Givens landed at Luke Field 
for 


more supplies and a better identifica- 
tion" of the disabled 
plane. 
Polk, 


meanwhile, 
had completed his tac- 


tical mission. Givens located him and 
lowered the rope, but it developed 
that the men in forward and rear 
cockpits couldn't get the package as 
they were recruits taking a first ride 
and unfamiliar with air work.

iscard .their parachutes and a slip

At noon they had to give up the re- 
tiring attempt. Polk decided to land 
n the water. As he flew over the field 
0 drop the parachutes in order to pre- 
•ent them from being spoiled by salt 
water, one of the chutes caught in the 


reseller of the left motor, stopping it 
or the rest of the flight. 


The four fliers were in a bad way. 


They were flying downwind and a 30- 
mile' wind added to the ground speed. 
Losing altitude every second because 
of the loss of one motor. Polk had to 
put his ship down at great speed in 
1 narrow strip of water before he was 
carried into a tree-covered peninsula 
where a landing almost 
certainly 


would have been fatal. 


The bomber hit the water with a 


terrific shock and turned turtle. Army 
and navy boats put out to the rescue 
adn found that Lieut. Polk and his 
men had experienced nothing worse 
:han a ducking.
